This listener 
said that he was offended by the lyrics, the tone of voice,, and he thought the 
whole thirg was in extremely bad caste. I'fcKjj wherever we get tl listener complaint, 
it's cur usual policy to lister, to the song in question* talk with the board 
operator about it* and then respond to the listener* either defending the HI or 
pulling the album in question. 

In this ease. T would personally agree with the listener about this song. 1 would 
."igree that not only is the song offensive, but also the entire album along with 
such favorites as the Ruzzcocks, the Butt Hole Surfers* and anything else that 
falls into the catagory of "thrash." Jksv, 1 could write a long, discourse on what 
good taste is but a.l there’s -not enough room b! we all have our own opinions. 

■ could also singly tell you not to play any of tlK-se soiigy and/or pull the albums 
from the shelf. But, how could 1 toll from among seme 6,500 alburn which are 
in good taste or not"? So* instead of inflicting my personal opinion on you* here's 
a professional one. Before you play one of these songs, consider that or*? of our 
missions at.KMUW is to reflect credit to the university and to be a public service 
to the eaimuriity at large (not to a handful of folks who get thlct kicks by lis¬ 
tening to otherwise unavailable* bizarre tunes on the radio!. This is mass cccrmin- 
ication and these arc public airwaves. And while the infiimous "seven words" aren't 
heard in this song, it s not too hard to discern the violence and hate behind 
cuch of this stuff or why someone could be offended by it. And* even tlwxigh it was 
a request. you have the final decision on what goes cut over the air. I'm asking 
you to think twice about what you play and to consider the larger picture. Sure 
it's alternative* so is eating dog food* but that doesn't necessarily make it 
right or give it mass appeal. 

The ratings show that After Midnight has consistently been losing listeners for 
the last year arid a half. In fact, with the last book. It's new zxiTQ . AI though 
we “ re rot terribly concerned with ratings between midnight and Sam* 1 wonder wlierc 
tilt! listeners are which VC onco had. Slave they been .alienated? What community 
are we now serving chon? 

I’ll conclude by reminding you of the privilege and responsibility you hove in 
working here. By giving students an oppotunity to train on-air id is our goal that 
you will do the best job you can technically and artistically, to Lhe benefit of 
the university, the cccncur.ity and of COUfSC, yourself* Our goal is not, as it has 
V’cen suggested by sow* to play in dn electric sandboji for the ^^ntjaeiuenc of ottPs- 
self or one's friends.

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Loss of power to effect KMUW

Potential donors from outside Wichita 
who tune in to Wichita Stale University's 
KMUW radio during this week’s fund drive 
may have to consider whether they want to 
pay to listen to the sounds of silence. 

Rust and wear damage to KMUW’s 
170-fool transmitter tower have necessi¬ 
tated repairs which wiEI pul the tower out of 
commission, for about a month, beginning 


sometime in May* Jeff Skibbe, KMUW 
general station manager said Friday, White 
repairs me underway* the stations output 
will be reduced to 10*000 watts, which was 
its capacity before an increase in signal 
strength in the fall. 

Since the power boost, KMUW has 
broadcast at 100*000 watts* with a "signal 
circle”Teaching as far south as Wellington 
and north to McPherson. The station, how¬ 
ever* will be “off the air" during the repairs, 
as far as most communities outside the 
Wichita area are concerned. 


KMUW's signal tower comprises the lop 
portion of the nearly 400-foot-tall KWCU- 
Channel 12 transmitter lower* near the 
intersection of 37ih Street North and 
Hillside. 

KWCH engineers said Friday ihat dam¬ 
age to the tower was discovered by a Chan¬ 
nel 12 employee during routine mainte¬ 
nance procedures. 

"Our tower man went up there to do some 
painting and tower work " said Carl Lacy, 
KWCH engineering supervisor, 'The base 
was badly rusted out.”

Attempts to repair the tower by spol- 
wekling were fruitless* Lacy said* because 
of die extent of the damage, 

"Wc were going to lake that portion of 
the lower off to fix iC Lacy said, adding 
that KWCH’s chief engineer said that the 
tower wag unsafe. "Then, WSU sent a man 
up and he said it didn't need to comedown, 
because it wasn’t that bad." 

KWCH officials were worried that the 
KMUW antenna would collapse, said Dale

‘After Midnight’ on KMUW 

Anything Goes on This Show

In fhe hours after the clock strikes 12, time gets confusing. Is 
it Tuesday night or Wednesday morning? Saturday night or 
Sunday morning? 

“We even get confused" said Kaly Kysar, 

Time doesn't really matter, though. It's the music and the 
deejays that make people tune in. This is ... "After Midnight/* 

From midnight to 5 a.m, most nights — or is it mornings? — 
Wichita's public radio station KMUW, 89.1 FM T turns over the 
controls to students who spin an eclectic collection of New 
Wave and progressive rock liberally sprinkled with old-time 
jazz, blues and even movie trailers. 

They have no format, save one guiding philosophy: Don't 
play the same thing all the time. 

This couldn't happen in the world of commercial radio, 
where formats and advertising dictate the music played- But 
KMUW’s 10-y ear-old program does claim commercial radio as 
its father. 

As the 1970s began, some stations across the United States 
began playing freeform rock, a format that allowed disc 
jockeys to play just about whatever they wanted. They would 
dredge up obscure songs, spin whole albums without pause and 
weave together musical themes. Because that kind of program¬ 
ming was outside the traditional Top 40, it was dubbed “under¬ 
ground." 

In Wichila, it was Channel 97 (now KBRA) that followed this 
new style of programming, When the station changed formats 
because it was losing money, Mike and Patty Symonds, who 
<*hen owned a small record shop in town, began looking for a 


Channel 97 replacement on which to advertise. Because the 
Symondses didn't like the programming on the other commer¬ 
cial rock stations in town, they turned to public radio. 

The only slot KMUW had open at the time was — you 
guessed it — after midnight. The Symondses, who now own 
Second Time Around Records, signed on as underwriters. 
Initially, the show ran on Fridays and Saturdays (or Saturdays 
and Sundays, depending on your time viewpoint)* from l a.m* 
to 5 a.m. 

By 1972, the show had expanded to seven nights a week, but l 
from midnight to 3 a.m, Randy Crump, now heard on Saturday 
nights/Sunday mornings, was the show's first producer, arriv¬ 
ing in 1973, 

Crump left the producer's seat in I977 r to became music 
director at KFDI. He’s in the advertising field now, but has 
returned to "After Midnight'' as a deejay to keep his hand, er. 
voice in broadcasting. 

The show r now runs from midnight to 5 a:m* on weekdays, 
and hangs on until 6 a.m. on Friday nights/Saturday mornings 
and until 7 a.m. on Saturday nights/Sunday mornings. Each 
show is divided into two shifts, from midnight to 3, and from 3 
to 5 (or later on the weekends). It is now underwritten by 4 
Yesterday Records. 

Unlike other programming at the station, the show' is entire¬ 
ly student-organized, (Programs such as "Classical Interlude" 
have paid staff as announcers.) 

Just how popular is "After Midnight*'? Well, admitted 
KMUW general manager Patricia Cahill, midnight to 5 a.m, is 
not exactly a peak time for radio listeners. But the show still

averages perhaps 3,000 to 4,000 
listeners a week, she said. Many of 
them work second or third shift; 
others are night owls. 

The show serves a twofold pur¬ 
pose, Cahill said: to train broad¬ 
cast students and to provide an 
alternative source of music for the 
community. "It's a good place for 
broadcasting (students)/' she said. 
Students can experiment and 
learn from their mistakes without 
the burden of ratings. 

And the show is unusual in the 
state. Only one other station, KIT$ 
KJHK, does something similar 
But that student-run station 
reaches only a few blocks beyond 
the Lawrence campus. (KMUW 
reaches out to a 40-mile radius*) 
And, points out former "After Mid¬ 
night'' producer Bill Klos, KJHK's 
New Wave playlist is much more 
select than KMUW's, which blends 
new material with more familiar 
music for a wider appeal.

ging through the rock music col¬ 
lection in the station's record li¬ 
brary. On this particular night, she 
will carry three stacks of albums 
— perhaps 100 records in all — 
down to the broadcast booth* 

Other deejays on the show mix 
new releases that arrive at the 
station with records from their 
personal collections. Crump, for 
instance, typically brings 30 to 40 
records from home, and Les 
White, who's been with the show 
for at least eight years, can pick 
and choose from a whole base¬ 
ment full of albums. 

Joel Sanderson, a fan of old 
movie sound tracks and movie 
trailers, often mixes New Wave 
with Humphrey Bogart, kiddie 
songs and hits by the likes of Doris 
Day and Frank Sinatra on his 
Thursday night/Friday morning 
show. 


"I play New Wave and then 
throw in that to wake people up," 
he said. 

A junior sculpture student at 
W$U, 26-year-old Sanderson joined 
the show last fall. He borrowed 
the theme from his sculpture ex¬ 
hibit, "Life on Monster Island/' 
and transformed his show into 
Monster Island Radio. Sanderson 
created his own monster theme 
song, and he uses an air name, 
Hap Hazard. 

About 70 percent of his show is 
requests, Sanderson said, which is 
just how he likes it. But, if he 
thinks a request is too commer¬ 
cial, well, he'll play the song, but 
things happen. "I play it at the 
wrong speed, or the record player 
'breaks down' in the middle of the 
song,” he said mischievously* 

Since school has ended for the 
year, said co-producer Katy Kysar, 
younger listeners have been dam* 
oring for the likes of Duran 
Duran. Well, Kysar said, they can 
be heard on other stations. 

Burke had her own method of 
refusing a request.

Teri Mott, producer of KMUW’s After 
Midnight, peered out from behind a stack of 
albums at the radio station’s conference 
room and said that this year's annual fund 
raising bash could turn out to be the best one 
ever held. 

Bash III, which will be held Friday night 
at 7 p.m. in the CAC Ballroom, is a festival 
of live alternative rock music and multime¬ 
dia entertainment. 

“We’ve decided to go all out with our 
program this year,” said Mott “Our last 
bashes turned out excellent. They ran 
smoothly, made money for our program¬ 
ming and were, in short, very successful and 
a lot of fun to host and attend.” 

The Bash has been an annual event for 
the After Midnight crew since Sept. 21, 
1985. Proceeds from the event go to help 
fund After Midnight's programming, which 
is the presentation of alternative music to 
the listening audience of KMUW. 

“We’re really excited about the entire 
program,” said Mott. “It’s been one of the 
more finely honed efforts we’ve made for 
the program, and we have high hopes for a 
good turnout.” 

Basil III is calculated to generate truly 
electric excitement. Among the featured 
events will be a reunion concert of The 
Roach Egg Invasion, with drummer “Vici¬ 
ous” Dave Crawford being flown in from 


Texas to play in the last show the band will 
perform. 

Wetware, making its Bash debut, will be 
the first band on stage, followed by Klyde 
Konner, one of Wichita’s most acclaimed 
bands. The show also features the 
Mumbles, the Blivets and concludes with 
The Roach Egg Invasion. 

Mott says that each of the performing 
bands at the Bash have improved over time, 
and will be sure to provide an array of new 
material for the audience. 

“Each of the bands has had a chance to 
grow,” said Mott. “We’ll be seeing more 
finely honed performances, from them, and 
I’m sure that each group will have a lot to 
offer,” 

Between the sets of live music, a multi- 
media art and music show will be 
performed by Demolition Kitchen to keep 
the audience entertained. 

Moil hopes to double the turnout of the 
last Bash, which attracted more than 200 
people. 

“Right now we’re looking at a seating 
capacity of about 500 jieople with table 
space included in the ballroom,” said Moil. 

“We can comfortably take care of a thou- / 
sand if we move the tables out. No one will 
be turned away if we have the space avail¬ 
able. We’ll just move the tables out instead 
of the people.” J l 

The emcees for the event will be Mott 
and After Midnight's Sabina Fowler. Both 
agreed that the event would be fueled by 


plenty of spontaneity. 

“in short, we’ve got ntondo plans for this 
year’s Bash,” Mott said. "We stay away 
from organizing to the point that we lose 
spontaneity.” 

C. Matthew Foley, a WSU alumnus who 
holds degrees tn painting, sculpture and 
ceramics, says that the idea of the bash grew 
out of an idea to expose listeners of alterna¬ 
tive rock to some local bands. 

“It all started with an art closing,” said 
Foley, who designed this year’s Bash Ifl 
button. “A great many artists are inspired by 
the avant-garde sounds of today. The music 
is intellectually invigorating to listen to. We 
decided to show our appreciation, and we 
invited some musicians and a few poets to 
read, and donated the proceeds to After 
Midnight. I think we're tremendously fortu¬ 
nate to have as many bands in the communi¬ 
ty that are of the impressive calibre as the 
ones you’ll see at (this year’s) bash.”

averages perhaps 3,000 to 4,000 
listeners a week, she said. Many of 
them work second or third shift: 
others are night owls.

‘After Midnight* on KMUW 


Anything Goes on This Show

In the hours after the clock sirikes 12, time gets confusing. Is 
it Tuesday night or Wednesday morning? Saturday night or 
Sunday morning? 

"We even gel eon fused," said Katy Kysar. 

Time doesn't really matter, though. It's the music and the 
deejays that make people tune in. This is ... “After Midnight/' 

From midnight to 5 a.m. most nights — or is it mornings? — 
Wichita’s public radio station KMUW, fiS.i FM, turns over the 
controls to students who spin an eclectic collection of New 
Wave and progressive rock liberally sprinkled with old-time 
jazz, blues and even movie trailers. 

They have no format, save one guiding philosophy: Don't 
play the same thing all the lime. 

This couldn't happen in the world of commercial radio, 
where formats and advertising dictate the music played. But 
KMUW s 10-y ear-old program does claim commercial radio as 
its father. 

As the 3970s began, some stations across the United States 
began playing freeform rock, a format that allowed disc 
jockeys to play just about whatever they wanted. They would 
dredge up obscure songs, spin whole albums without pause and 
weave together musical themes. Because that kind of program¬ 
ming was outside the traditional Top id, it was dubbed “under¬ 
ground." 

in Wichita, it was Channel 97 (now KBRA) that followed this 
new' style of programming, When the station changed formats 
because it was losing money, Mike and Patty Symonds, who 
*ihen owned a small record shop in town, began looking for a 


Channel 97 replacement on which to advertise. Because the 
Symondses didn't like the programming on the other commer¬ 
cial rock stations in town, they turned to public radio. 

The only slot KMUW had open at the time was —* you 
guessed it — after midnight. The Symondses, who now own 
Second Time Around Records, signed on as underwriters. 
Initially, the show ran on Fridays and Saturdays (or Saturdays 
and Sundays, depending on your time viewpoint), from 1 a.m. ■ 
to 5 a.m. 

By 1972, the show had expanded to seven nights a week, but , 
from midnight to 3 a m. Randy Crump, now heard on Saturday 
nights/Sunday mornings, was the show's first producer, arriv* 
ing in 1973. 

Crump left the producer's seat in 1977* to became music 
director at KFDl, He's in the advertising field now, but has 
returned to “After Midnight'' as a deejay to keep bis hand, er t 
voice in broadcasting, 

The show now runs from midnight to 5 a.m, on weekdays, 
and hangs on until 6 a.m. on Friday nights/Saturday mornings 
and until 7 a.m. on Saturday nights/Sun day mornings. Each 
show is divided into two shifts, from midnight to 3, and from 3 P 
to 5 (or taler on the weekends). It is now underwritten by a 
Yesterday Records. 

Unlike other programming at the station, the show is entire¬ 
ty student-organized. (Programs such as “Classical Interlude" 
have paid staff as announcers,) 

Just how popular is “After Midnight"? Well, admitted 
KMUW general manager Patricia Cahill, midnight to 5 a m. is 
not exactly a peak time for radio listeners. But the show still

Proceeds from the event go to help 
fund After Midnight ' s prog ram m ing. wh idi 
is the presentation of alternative music to 
the listening audience of KMUW, 

“We're really excited about the entire 
program,* said Moil “It's been one of the 
more finely honed efforts we’ve made for 
the program* and we have high hopes for a 
gOOd turnout.* 

Basil Ill is calculated, to generate truly 
electric excitement Among the featured 
events v. ill be a reunion concert of Tlie 
Roach Egg Invasion* with drummer “Vici¬ 
ous" Dave Crawford being flown in from 


Texas to play in the last show the band will 
perform. 

Wet ware, making its Bash debut, will be 
the first band on stage, followed by Klyde 
Konner, one of Wichita's most acclaimed 
bands. The show also features tlie 
Mumbles, the Blivets and concludes with 
l'he Roach Egg Invasion. 

Mott says that each of the performing 
bards at the Bash have improved over time, 
and wilt be Sure to provide an array of new 
material for the audience, 

“Eac h of tlie bands has had a chance to 
grow,” said Mott, “We'll he seeing more 
finely honed performances, from them, and 
I'm sure that each group will have a lot to 
offer." 

Between the sets of live music, a multi¬ 
media art and music show will be 
performed by Demolition Kitchen to keep 
the audience entertained, 

Mott hopes to double tlie turnout of the 
last Bash, which attracted more thyn 200 
people. 

“Right now wc'tc looking at a seating 
capacity of about 500 people with table 
space included in the ballroom," said Mott, 

"We can comfortably take care of a thou¬ 
sand if we move the tables out . No one will 
be lamed away if we have the space avail- ] 
able. We'll just move the tables out instead 
of Lhe people."

plenty of spontaneity, 

“hi short, we've got mondo plans for this 
year’s Bash,’’ Mott said, “We stay away 
from organizing to the point that we lose 
spontaneity,* 

C, Matthew Foley, a WSU alumnus who 
holds degrees in painting, sculpture and 
ceramics, says that the idea of the bash grew 
out of an idea to expose listeners of alterna¬ 
tive rock to some local bands. 

“It all started wilh an art closing,” said 
Foley, who designed this year's Bash ill 
button, "A great many artists are inspired by 
the avant-garde sounds of today, Tlie music 
is intellectually invigorating to listen to. We 
decided to show our appreciation, and we 
invited some musicians and a few poets (0 
read, and donated the proceeds to After 
Midnight. I think we’re tremendously fortu¬ 
nate to have as many bands in the communi¬ 
ty that arc of the impressive calibre as the 
ones you'll see al (this year's) bash,"
